Fuching (119-25, 25-43) to the Changlo (119-3, 25-55) -Meihua UMS #6 ) —Tlantton

2. In early November the 18) and 186 Regiments, the main strength of the 62 
Division, 21 Army, which were concentrated at the K'uatstang (ik & ) Mountains, 
were withdrawn to an undisclosed point. 


3. As of 18 October Chinese Commmist authorities were rapidly fortifying the east 
Chekianr coast, especially Sanmenvan (121~, 29). When construction forti- 
fications are completed the Chinesc Comunists plan to launch a large~scale 


cameipn against cuerrillas on islands in this area. 


he. In mid-October the 25 Army was coovorating with the Venchou Sub-District 
army inlaunching a drivo fron ‘enchou, Huangyon (121-15, 28-1), Ticontai 
(121-02, 29-10) and Isienchu (120-3, 20-53) against guorrillas in tho 
Tgutang (fail % ) and K'uots!ane Mountains. 


Se In carly Noverber Chinese Commmist authorities in the Svatoz-Ch'aochou 
(116-37, 23-2) area were pressing the construction of defenses at Huangkang 


(116-58, 23-0), Tunglung (116-47, 23-35), Chaoyang (116-35, 23-17) and 
Vaisha (¥b Wp). 


6. Between 1 and 19 October the 31 Army moved to the Cha ~Swatow area. 
The 95 and 96 Divisions, 32 Army, and a division o army moved to 
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the Changptu (117-38, ah-06) ~Yunhsiao Caie15, 2h—01) ~Chaoan (117-12, 
23+l))) area. fecording to the troons in those areas the purpose of the 
movements was to suppress Nationalist guerrillas. 
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
